1. It is my understanding that the authority to issue travel orders 
for CIA personnel is exercised by the Budget Officer and his Covert Deputy. 

I further understand that Confidential Funds Regulations, dated 1 February 
1949* permit me to delegate the responsibility of recommending travel on

2. In OPC, the Deputy concerns himself primarily with matters of 
policy, planning and programing and I have attempted to centralize 
responsibility for supervision of administrative matters in my Executive.
